SEAMEN STRIKE 
LED BY M.W.LU, 


30,000 EXPECTED OUT BY 
WED.; CALL PACIFIC PORTS 
NOT HANDLE SCAB SHIPS 


NEW YORK, Oct. 8—More 
than 30,000 marine workers were 
expected to answer the call of 
the Marine Workers’ Industrial 
Union by Wednesday and come 
out on strike, tying up the ports 
of the Atlantic and Gulf coasts 
in a strike for better conditions 
on ships. 

The strike has already affected 
the Isthmian, Munson, Ward, 
United Fruit, Bull and New-Tex 
lines. 

A joint strike committee of the 
MAW .I.U., the radio operators, and 
unorganized seamen is conducting 
the strike which began today and 
is picketing the docks. 

More than 17,000 have 
cards pledging to strike when 
called by: the M.W.I.U.. m_ the 
New York area alone. The sentr 
ment of the membership of the 
International Seamen’s Union (A. 
F. of L.) is overwhelmingly for 
the strike and the rank and file 
are repudiating the action of the 
I.S.U. misleaders in granting ex- 
emption to practically all lines in 
an effort to prevent the strike by 
splitting the ranks and_ binding 
their membership to the wheel of 
arbitration. 

The clauses Olander and other 
officials have accepted, which are 
actually the shipowners’ terms, 
are to arbitrate the demands on a 
minimum basis of $50 a month 
and no higher pay on overtime. 

This is a betrayal of the de- 
mands of the men, which are for 
the demands raised by the Marime 
Workers’ Industrial Union for 
$75 a month for able seamen, & 
hour day, 33 per cent increase in 
crews, and recognition of the un- 
ion and ship committees, and for 
setting up of a centralized ship- 
ping bureau controlled by the men. 

Equally with this betrayal is 
the exemption clause the I.S.U. 
officials have agreed to, stating 
that: 

“This strike

does not affect 
seamen on ships operating un- 
der agreements with any divi- 
sion of the I.S.U.; nor does it 
affect any ships operating un- 
der agreements with any divi- 
sion arrangements approved by 
the Pacific Coast division of the 
I.S.U.; nor ships of companies 
with which negotiations for set- 
tlement are in progress.”

The First Week of the A. F. of L. National Convention 


Industrial Unionism 
of Lewis Substitute 
For Worker Demands 


(By BILL DUNNE.) 


The 54th annual convention of 
the American Federation of La- 
bor has now completed six days 


of its sessions. Achievements, or 
lack of them, of this gathering 
of the official heads of what is 
termed in the press the recog- 
nized American labor movement, 
are of first class importance to 


every wage worker in the United 
States. 

In previous dispa’ hes the basic 
contradiction confronun: this: con 
vention has been noted. This is 
the contradiction between the of- 
ficial program of the leadership 
intended to protect the interests 
of monopoly capitalism and its 
various auxiliary corporations, and 
the unprecedented upsurge among 
the rank and file of wage work- 
ers in practically all industries 
against the hunger program and 
the denial of the right to organ- 
ize and strike, if necessary, that 
was supposed to be conceded in 
clause 7-A of the National Recov- 
ery Act, sponsored by the Roose- 


velt administration and the lead-! from 


ers of monopoly capitalism which 
it represents. 


No single fact in connection 
with the full six day sessions of 
this convention is of more im- 
portance to American workers, 
whether the majority of them are 
conscious of it or not, than that 
the scheduled anti-red drive, de 
signed primarily to distract atten- 
tion of the continually more ex- 
ploited working class of this coun- 
try from the drive against their 
wage, living and social standards, 
did not really get started. In all 
probability it will get under way 


next week. It has taken a full 
week for the officialdom of the 
\. F. of L. to devise the ways 


and means by which this drive is 
to be started. 


Walter Citrine, secretary of and 
representative to this convention 
of. the British Trade Union Con- 
gress, dominated by the social 
reformists of the British Labor 
Party, will very likely be selected 
by the convention officialdom to 
fire the opening guns in the bar- 
rage which the big employers and 
the Roosevelt administration have 
insisted should be laid down at 
this convention against the Com- 
munists. This is of course an 
attempt to isolate the “Reds” 


their connection with the 
hundreds of thousands of wage 
workers who have conducted truly 
heroic struggles in the last year 
against the starvation standard of 
living which A. F. of L. official- 


dom and the Roosevelt adminis- 
tration, of which it is an append- 
age, insists upon the American 


working class accepting 


*# Had To Go Slow. 

The oficial program has not 
done very well at this convention 
so far. It is handicapped to a 


great extent by the fact that its 
54th annual gathering, by reason 
of a decision n:rade a year ago 
wh@n the class struggle in the 
United States had not reached its 
present intensity, is meeting in 
the principal city of an area with 
some million and a half popula- 
tion, the entire working class of 
which engaged in a general strike 
of workers in the main industry 
of the area—the maritime work- 
ers organized ‘in some ten unions. 
The officialdom in control of the 
convention has been compelled to 
make certain very important polit- 
ical concessions to the opinion of 
the working class in this area— 
and consequently to the entire 
American working class, organized 
and unorganized, which welcomed 
and supported the 


demonstration of working class 
solidarity that took place in San 
Francisco and the Bay counties 
some three months previous to 
the opening session of this con- 
vention. 


Also, and of decisive importance 
so far as the open struggle be- 
tween representatives of the A. 
F. of L. Rank and File Commit- 
tee who are delegates to this 
convention, and are committed to 
the program expressed in some 
26 resolutions now before this 
convention is concerned, is the 
fact that President Roosevelt de- 
manded, in a radio speech broad- 
cast to the entire country on the 
day its first session opened, that 
the officialdom of the A. F. of 
L. agree with him to a so-called 
Seely “between industry and la- 
or. 


The meaning of this truce is 
clear to every delegate in this 
convention and still clearer to the 
dues-paying membership they are 
supposed to represent: It means 
that President Roosevelt, having 
failed to fool American workers 
forced to fight against organized 
employers, company unions, and 
the armed forces of the various 
governmental agencies in a basic 
struggle for elementary cights in- 


tremendous |separably related to the issue as 


to whether wage earners have the 
right to work and live at a stand- 
ard of minimum human decency 
has come out for a showdown be- 
tween capital and labor no mat- 
ter what this may mean in terms 
of suffering and sacrifice by wage 
earners as the price of “national 
recovery.”

Nothing 
is more significant in this connec- 
tion than the submission to the 
official Resolutions Committee, 
their acceptance for the proceed- 
ings, and the publication of all 
these resolutions in the printed 
daily proceedings of the conven- 
tion, of the whole detailed pro- 
gram of the delegates supporting 
in whole or in part the proposals 
of the Rank and File Committee. 


The San Francisco papers have 
given the titles and short sum- 
maries of these resolutions with 
an accuracy that is remarkable 
under the circumstances. This 
indicates that. there is a pretty 
fair understanding that the im- 
portant issues in this 54th annual 
convention do not consist of the 
issues in the internal official fight

ination against Negro workers in 
any form. 

The tremendous mass campaign 
for the freedom of the Scottsboro

STRIKERS WIN 
IN 25 SHOPS 


MILITANT STRUGGLE OF 
RANK AND FILE WINS; 
FIVE SHOPS STILL OUT 


LOS ANGELES, Oct. 6.—De- 
mands for union recognition and 
union conditions have been won 
in 25 of the 30 shops in which 
workers went on strike last Mon- 
day through the militant action 
of the rank and file in the Cloak- 
makers’ local of the International 
Ladies’ Garment Workers’ Union. 

Of the 300 workers involved in 
the strike, about 250 have gone 
back victorious. Fifty remain on 
Strike in four small shops and 
one important shop, the Avalon 
on Ninth street. Conditions won 
include wage raises in many cases 
to meet the union rate including 
$44 per week as the basic scale 
for operators, other crafts in pro- 
portion. 

The strike was carried on mili- 
tantly, with mass picketing. It 
was brought about directly -by 
pressure from the rank and file 
of the union, with the reactionary 
leadership being forced to follow 
the initiative of the membership. 

The strike brought numerous 
unorganized workers into action. 
It is in reality the opening of a 
drive of the workers themselves 
to organize the entire trade pre- 
paring to force better conditions 
when the current agreement .ex- 
pires next year.

FRONT AGAINST FASCISM

October Ist, 
conference called 
the local American Federation of 
Labor leadership refused to seat 
as delegates representatives of the 
Communist Party, the Young 
Communist League, the Icor, the 
American League Against War 
and Fascism and the Internation- 
al Labor Defense. These dele- 
gates came to the conference in 
good faith, not for the purpose

eral other reasons were given for 
not seating delegates of other 
working class organizations. “The 
conference was a trade union con- 
ference,’ they were told, and 
these organizations were suspect- 
ed of being influenced by the 
Communist Party, and therefore 
political organizations. Yet, as 
regular delegates, representatives 
of the leadership of the Socialist 
Party and Young People’s Social- 
ist League were present. 

The objection, obviously, was 
not to “political organizations” 
as such, but only to “unsafe” 
political organizations. Unsafe, 
that is, for A. F. of L. and Social- 
ist Party bureaucrats. ‘The dele 
gates were then told that the con- 
ference was open only to organ: 
izations “friendly to the American 
Federation of Labor.” This was 
supposed to exclude at once the 
Communist Party and all other 
organizations sympathetic to any 
part of the Communist program,

only such organizations were wel- 
come as were friendly to the be- 
trayal policies of the American 
Federation of Labor bureaucrats, 
not to the struggles of the rank 
and file of the A. F. of L. mem- 
bers for better working § condi- 
tions.

LOS ANGELES, Oct. 2—Here 
is an account of how labor in a 
garden plot appeared to one work- 
er while he was putting in part 
of his 40 hours: 

“In the first place, I received 
a card stating, ‘You are directed 
to report on Monday morning at 
8:00 A.M. to Mr. Thompson. You 
are to report to him for six morn- 
ings thereafter until you have ac- 
complished 40 hours of work. 
Failure to report will indicate that 
you no longer need relief, and 
you will be immediately cut off.’ 

“Seven miles from the place of 
action, with this threatening card 
in my pocket, I boarded a street 
car, paying my fare with money 1 
had to borrow. After walking 
abouc two miles from the eni of 
the car line, I arrived at a 40-acre 
irrigation plot where 75 men were 
lining up with shovels, rakes and 
hoes. They were setting out with 
these primitive tools t» do back- 
breaking work ali day, which one 
tractor and half a dozen men 
could accomplish easily. 

“A sort of quiet seriousness 
hung over the crowd, and as I 
became a part of it, feelings of 
shame and rebellion stirred in me 
that honest workers should be 
thrust back into such feudal con- 
ditians. 

“Before long I found that many 
of the men felt as I did. No- 
body “hit the ball.” On the con-

trary, “lean on your shovel” was 
the order of the day. The talk 
was about the treachery which 
the present erder exercised upon 
the unemployed—that we, through 
no fault of our own, and while 
the country had surpluses piled 
up everywhere, should be forced 
into this new form of slavery.
